37. (Amended) A computer program product embedded into computer readable 
medium for database management and recovery, comprising: 

(a) computer code for collecting network communications usage information in 
real-time from a plurality of network devices utilizing a plurality of information source 
modules; 

(b) computer code for filtering and aggregating the network communications 
usage information utilizing a plurality of gatherers, wherein the filtering and aggregating 
are based on a user-defined configuration; 

(c) computer code for completing a plurality of data records from the filtered and 
aggregated network communications usage information utilizing a central event 
manager, the plurality of data records corresponding to network usage by a plurality of 
users; 
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(d) computer code for storing the plurality of data records in a database; 

(e) computer code for continuously monitoring a state of the gatherers; 

(f) computer code for detecting a fault; and 

(g) computer code for utilizing the state of the gatherers and the stored data 
records to recover from the fault upon the detection thereof. 

42. (Amended) A system comprising computer readable medium for database 
management and recovery, comprising: 

(a) information source modules for collecting network communications usage 
information in real-time from a plurality of network devices; 

(b) gatherers coupled to the information modules, the gatherers adapted for 
filtering and aggregating the network communications usage information, wherein the 
filtering and aggregating are based on a user-defined configuration; 

(c) a central event manager coupled to the gatherers, the central event manager 
adapted for completing a plurality of data records from the filtered and aggregated 
network communications usage information, the plurality of data records corresponding 
to network usage by a plurality of users; 

(d) a database coupled to the central event manager, the database adapted for 
storing the plurality of data records; 

(e) logic for continuously monitoring a state of the gatherers; 

(f) logic for detecting a fault; and 

(g) logic for utilizing the state of the gatherers and the stored data records to 
recover from the fault upon the detection thereof.
